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FOREWORD 


The purpose of this publication is to bring together into one 
volume all known naturalization records for Mobile from the earliest 


extant record (1833) to the implementation of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Act of 1906. 


Approximately 7000 names are included in the publication, fewer 
than five are female. This is related to the fact that early laws 


did not require wives or minor children to apply for citizenship if 
the husband/father made application. 


Sources for this book are the available State/County/Local Court 
records for Mobile and records of the Federal District Court, 
Southern District of Alabama (Mobile). The latter are housed in the 
National Archives Records Service, Atlanta Branch. 


Information contained in court records include: 


Declarations of Intention to Become a Citizen 
Naturalization Depositions and Affidavits 
Oaths of Allegiance or Records of Naturalization. 


Intent of the compilers was to include as much of available data 


as possible into a one-line format. To the extent data are available 
this format contains:

The Fourteenth Amendment to the U.S. Constitution, adopted July 
1868, provided that "All persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the 
United States and of the State wherein they reside." It is interest- 
ing to note that nine petitioners, who had apparently come to Mobile 


on the CLOTILDE, the last slave ship (1859), applied for citizenship 
in 1868. 


FURTHER INFORMATION 


Whenever possible, researchers should examine the original 
record and use additional source material such as the Federal 
Decennial Census and Passenger Arrival records. Census and passenger 
records are available in most good genealogical Libraries or are 
available through inter-library loan service. 


Researchers desiring a broader view of the emigration and 
naturalization process would be wise to study Arlene Eakle, "Tracking 
Immigrant Origins", Eakle, Arlene and Johni Cerny, eds. The Source, A 
Guidebook of American Genealogy, (Salt Lake City: Ancestry 
Publishing Company 1948).
